Public School Principals in the matter 
of salary. Attention ‘is’ called to the 
fact that the increase would mean an 
“added burden {o ratepayers and the 
inspectors are admonished-to observe 
the old adage, “Live and let live.” 

No thoughtful person would subscribe 
to a policy of increasing salaries solely 
for the reasonthat the reeipicnts want 
more money. No private sor;oration 
would long continue solvent if such’ 
course were followod.. The custodians 
of the people's money showd be even 
more circumspect in this reepeet ‘than 
corporation officials,

If children are to’ be 
provided with proper religious in- 
struction, individual or group view-

Indigenous patroitism and ideal- 
ism are the basic components of the 
essence of national life. In their 
proper environment these racial at- 
tributes are hence highly essential. 
Rut the racial attributes of @ 
country, ate transplanted in another 
country and in another racial group 
they are det#imental to that country 
unless, through a grafting process, 
they are detached from the original 
agclety host and become a part of the 
social structure of the new racial 
group. Frequently. this is accom- 
plished with notable success, but 
there are numerous instances in 
which these racial attributes have 
been seriously vitiated in the graft- 
ing process. 

Examples of the results of this 
transplantation are plentiful in the 
United States. The German-Ameri- 
can menace during the Great War 
was an instance of transplantation 
without grafting. The socialist 
movement there is largely premised 
upon exotic views and theories, dis- 
torted and impaired by absorption. 

When the exotic racial attributes 
of patriotism and idealism | retain 
their original character in the trans- 
planted state the result is an interest 
fh the welfare and affairs of: the 
parent nations — which: - virtually 
precludes loyalty to, or constructive 
interest in, the adopted country.

Daper and you are almost sure to 
read about Coaker. if a Tory paper, 
the reading will likely be hot stuf, 
for he is about ag popular with that 
party as was Lloyd George with Eng- 
lish Tories, say, fifteen years ago. 

Coaker is the head and front of 
the Fishermen's Protective Union, 
and as such he has worked himself 
into a commanding pcaition In Island 
polities. Now that there ts a new 
Premier, he {s still in power, if not 
precisely in office, for he has a place 
in the Cabinet without portfollo. He 
fights continually for the welfare of 
the neglected and isolated fsher- 
men, who were for too long without 
a champion, and who were too much 
the victims of the greed and the 
keener business sense of-the mer- 
chants who handled their producta. 
He is working for a system of gov- 
ernment backing that will ensure 
the more leisurely. marketing cf ‘the 
Osh catch, instead of dumping it 
all on the market in a short’ time, 
thus producing a glut and depress: 
ing prices. 

Sir Wiillam Coaker—for he has 
been knighted—is one of the para- 
doxes of politica, He was born in 
St. John’s, and as a boy sold news- 
papera on the streets; indeed, he sold 
some of the papers in which to-day 
bets chiefly abused.

Thirty per 
cent. are placing funds In bullding 
er joan stock or paying out on 
homes, Twenty per cent. are deposit- 
ing in savings banks or in Gorern- 
ment savings securitics, The average 
earnings on all investments are 6.9 
per cent, 

The persuasive peddier of oll 
stock, banana plantation shares, wild 
cat mining stock and ail other dowbt- 
ful stuff is eliminated from this 
group of investors, Commencing 
with the initiation of the plan every 
employe was given @ monthly card 
on which was to be entered the 
amount of his savings from the 
monthly wagea and the form in 
which he had inveated at least 10 
per cent. of ft.

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PLAYING MANAGERS COMING BACK

New York, Nov. & (United Press).— 
Not so long ago the Cleveland Indians 
were considered exceptional, in that 
they were. led by Tris Speaker, o 
playing manager. 

Immediately preceding the appoint- 
ment of Speaker, which was consider 
cd a sort of experiment by the Ind- 
fans, the bench manager had been the 
vogue through the theory that the re- 
sponsibilities of management were to 
much to Impose upon a player, who,

ducks, geese and other migratory 
waterfow!] during their summer atay 
in the North, 

Tho largest wild-rice flelds are 
found around the edges of prairie 
lakes in water two to four feet deep, 
In the spring the rice shoots com- 
mence to grow from the lake bottom, 
and by the beginning of summer ap- 
pear above the surface of the water, 
In August, the stems head out and 
quickly ripen, dropping the grain, 
which sinks into the muck of the 
lake bottom, protected/from the cold 
of winter, Soon aftér the ripening 
period, the rice grass disintegrates 
and also sinks to the bottom to rot 
and form new soll for the growth of 
the next crop. 

The delicate nature of wild rice 
has made it dificult to improve the 
Indian method of harvesting. The 
grain falls from the ripening heads 
before it becomes dry, otherwise it 
would float upon the water, and thus 
harvesting is a task requiring skill. 
The best method has been found to 
be the use of a canoe, or other Iigut 
boat of shallow draft. The boat Is 
poled through the rice patch. A 
squaw sits in the stern with a rounl 
stick, ono inch in diameter and about 
two feet long, in elther hand. Wito 
her right hand she sweeps a quantity 
of grass in over the gunwale of the 
boat and knocks off the headg of 
grain with a sharp blow from the 
stick In her left hand. Then with 
the left hand she aweeps in a quan- 
tlty of grass from the other side of 
the canoe, and knocks off the headed 
grain with ber right band, 

From 10 to 15 bushels of headed 
grain can be gathered in a day by 
each boat. The heads are heavy, 
welghing about 40 pounds to the 
bushel, and the gathered product 
runs about 80 per cent. grafn and 20 
per cent, stems rnd chaff, The grain 
{g about as thick as a knitting nee 
die, and varies from % inch to 1% 
inches {n length. The heads are 
placed: in a hand mill for separating 
the grain from the chaff, the Indians 
asing small cone-shaped “mortars” of 
wood, into which the heads are dump- 
ed and pounded with large pestles. 
In a receptacie holding a bushel of 
grain, five or six persons usually 
operate the threshing clubs. 

Lately, the harvesting of wild rice 
has been undertaken in a commercial 
way, and machinery Is being develop- 
ed to feplace the crude Indian method 
of threshing, but no successful me 
chanical device has been found for 
harvesting the headed grain. In 
northern Minnesota several large 
wild-rice plantations have been leas- 
ed and are being developed. The 
possibilities of the indusiry may be 
seen from the fact that, at present, 
the retall price of wild rice averages 
about $1 a pound, with the demand 
far exceeding the supply. A large 
part of this demand {s from sports- 
men's associations and owners of 
wild waterfowl] preserves, who sow 
the rice for game food. 

Recent Improvements in handling 
and shipping wild rice have incpeas- 
ed its scope for propagation purposes, 
Formerly the only known method of 
keeping the grain fertile was by aub- 
merging It in cold water, Now @ 
container haa come into use which 
provides an insulation of damp moss 
that keeps the grain In excellent con- 
dition, and the product is shipped suo- 
cessfully in one, Ave and ten-pound 
packages.

Om Cape Hatteras an adverse under- 
current appears seasonally at the 
surface, meeting the Gulf Stream and 
throwing*the surface Into the rips 
which navigators have named rather 
aptly “Little Hell.” 

Winds may, and frequently do, dis- 
turb the surface waters of the Gulf 
Stream. A favorable wind may accel- 
erate the flow; an adverse wind may 
not only retard it, but scatter the sur- 
face waters to the one side or the 
other. A strong southerly or south- 
easterly wind many times has blown 
warm surface water out of the course 
of the Gulf Stream and has lodged 
it against the coast, 

The Gulf Stream has much to do 
with the economies of the*commerce 
of Western Europe, but mightily lit- 
tle to do with its climate except in 
Qn indirect way. Its flow does not 
reach within two thousand miles of 
any part of Europe. But it does carry 
an enormous volume of warm water}. 
into the region of westerly winds, 
and these same winds drag the warm 
water into every nook and cranny of 
the west coaat. 

The mild climate of Western Eu- 
rope haa practically no relation to 
the Gulf Stream. The prevailing 
winds of weslern Europe are from 
the west and southwest. They are 
ocean winds’ and therefore molat. 
Chilled by their intrusion into north- 
erly latitudes they drop their mols- 
ture in the form of rain or of snow 
even before reaching the coast, Now, 
for every pound of water condensed 
from the alr, enough latent heat is 
set free to warm about half a ton of 
water one degree in temperature. 

This enormous amount of heat is 
practically locked up in low latitudes, 
tranaferred to high latitudes and 
there set free, And even were the 
Gulf Stream to be put out of exist- 
ence altogether, the effects would not 
be anywhere like those Prof. Berget

Rs B/ Moore of New York in an ad- 
dress ae Montreal before the Amer 
lean Institute of Mining and Metal- 
lurgical Engineers.” As they will use 
helium instead of the inflammable 
bydrogen for inflation purposes, Dr. 
Moore dwelt upon the importance of 






United States Government is aware 
of its value, and a bill for the pro- 
duction of helium inthe most effi- 
clent manner was introduced into Con- 
gress last session with ahe backing 
of the President and the Secretaries 
of War; ‘Navy and Interlor. It also 
provided=for Government control of 
helium‘ resources in a manner similar 
to Government’ ‘oll reserves. <Qr. 
Moore, however, -went further, and 
urged {as the United States: has 
the only large supply: of helium «in |: 
the world, outside of Canada, the ex- 
portation of it: from-that country 
should be forbidden.

only.other country which has helium 
resources sufficient for commercial 
purposes, and in view of airship de- 
velopments in Britain this supply be- 
comes an Imperial.as well as a na® 
tonal asset. The British Government 
has approved of the Girigible air ser- 
wice between England and India pro- 
posed by Commander.

An audience which packed the City Hall last night to hear 
the debate between P. C. MacLaurin, M.A., Principal ‘of . the 
Belleville High School and Major R. D. Ponton on the subject:

School?”, held, under the auspices.of the Chamber of. Com- 
merce, profited materially by their presence. In spite of the 
fact that no decision was rendered, interest in the contest was 
noticeably keen.

The Board of Health of this city 
are determined in every way ta 
protect citizens in regard to secur- 
ing pure milk for household use, 
officials annoynced to-~day. All 

_ milk supplicd will be thoroughly 
tested as to its quality and Sani- 
tary Inspector, Thos. Wills, will 
also visit the places from where the 
milk is secured to see that the sani- 
tary regulations are enforeed. 

Licensing of grocery stores where 
milk is sold is a matter that’ is be- 
ing considered seriousty in a num- 


ber of places. In this city a num- 
ber of grocery dealers sell milk 
which they procure from milk ven- 
dors and in this case no license is 
required as the vendora pay the 
license. If, however, a grocer. pro- 
cures his supply of milk from any 
other source than’a licensed vendor 
he must prpcure a license before he 
can resell the product. There is at 
present only one store in this city 
that has such a license and the fee 
ia $3 per annum, same as is charged 
the milk vendors.

“| TRADE PREFERENCES 
+ There will be various interpreta- 
tions of the results of the Imperial 
Conference which was concluded last 
week in London, That section of 
‘thé Canadian press, which subscribes 
to’ the policy of centralization of 
Empire interests without reserva- 
tion, will see little accomplishment 
on the part of Canada,- 

Certain London organs, including 
the London: Times, confess inability 
to understand or appreciate Canada’s 
refusal to become a member of the 
proposed Economic: Committee, 

However, since the conference was 
largely an experiment and since 
tnany of the individual problems in- 
troduced had not . previously seen 
carefully studied by other dominions, 
the mere fact that these matters of 
paramount interest: in intra-Empire 
commerce have been freely ventilat- 
cd in a common council is a matter 
of vital import to the British Em- 
rire. ASA : 

British tariff preferences are dom- 
inant factors in the development of 
Empire trade. None of the domin- 
ions ia in’a position to compete in- 
dividually with leading commercial 
nations outside of the Empire. 
Great Britain if one of the world’s 
greatest importers. fe is to her in- 
terests and to the interest of the Em- 
pire that importations from the do- 
minions be stimulated. The system 
of trade preferences is a thoroughly 
-cound and effectual means of en- 
couraging exportation from the dom- 
inions to Britain. 

Canada, for example, cannot com- 
Fete with the United States in the 
manufacture of ceriain articles or 
the production of certain commod- 
ities needed by Britain. Consequent- 
ly, Canada cannot meet American 
prices in the British ports. 

Preferences afford Canada just 
protection and through the operation 
of the system the trade interests of 

the Empire are made inter-depend- 
ent and commonly self-sufficient. 

It is patent that the states which 
form a great empire must look first 
to the ie Veneer of their common 
welfare. Trade preforences estab- 
lished on a reciprocal basis develop 
and solidify intra-Empire interests. 
Canada has profited materially by 
the revision ofthese preferences 
promulgated by the Imperial Con- 
ference. 

Much valuable work may be ac- 
complished in other lines by future 
conferences, but-the importance of 
achievements of the recent conclave 
in the promotion of commercial in- 
terests should not be under-estim- 
ated.

By James W. Barton, M.D, 
THE VALUE OF A GOOD SNEEZE 

When I was a youngster a butcher's 
driver used to allow me to scoom- 
pany him on his rounds, PS 

He waa a hero to me because he 
could handle horsea so well, 

One thing I thought clever, waa his 
ability to prevent the normal move- 
ment of his intest{ne by crossing one 
leg hard over the other, 

You can guess my age then, when 
I thought this clever, . 

But this idea many people have of 
preventing enecezing, seema almost 
as ridiculoug to me. 

I know that there might be times 
when a sneeze might interrupt* a 
tense moment in a lecture, sermon, 
or play, 

But that one should in the regular 
daily life try to prevent a gocd old 
fashioned aneeze is positively wrongs. 
You know they are able to do it by 
pressing the finger against either 
side of the nose, pressing on the up- 


































~Naw, what causes sneezing 

Well, something is irritating the 
lining of the nose, 

That lining is a sensitive delicate 
thing, and Nature has so arranged 
it that if anything harm/‘ul attempta 
to go up into your nose, word ig sent 
to the brain, and that guardian im- 
mediately institutes a “sneeze” to 
dislodge the irritating substance. 

The whole farce of the diaphragm 
and to some extent the abdominal! 
muscles get behind that sneeze with 
the result that the object ig usually 
dislodged, and you inhale a huge 
lungful of air, 

You know how you feel alter a good 
sneeze, There is not only relief but 
an actual sense of well being. 

Sometimes you find yourself sneez- 
ing vigorously after being out on a 
damp day. You begin to worry about 
the possibility of a severe cold taking 
hold of you..

KEEPING THE MILK PURE 


There seems to be a misunder- 
standing ‘in ‘some’ quarters concern- 
ing the regulations applying to milk 
dealers and the issuance of licenses, 
As was explained in an article in yes 
terday’s issue of ‘The Intelligencer, 
ALL persons who sell milk within the 
corporate limits ofthe City of Belle- 
ville must sceure a license as provid- 
ed by statute: 

Licenses for the sale of milk are 
required by a Provincial by-law and 
the purpose Is not to secure revenue, 
lut rather to promote efficiency in 
regulation of milk selling. Sanitary 
Inspectors are charged with the task 

- of maintaining -a proper standard of 
cleanliness of premises where cows 
are kept and milked. 


It is their duty to insure avoid- 
ance of all danger from contamina- 
tion, The physical condition of the 
cows must be carefully watched and 
the presence of bacteria must be 
promptly detected. 

Mr. T. F. Wills, Sanitary Inspector 
for the City of Belleville, has achiev- 
ed splendid results from his tireless 
efforts to safeguard the health of 
Belleville citizens ii this respect. 
While most milk vendors, whose pro- 
duct is designed for consumption in 
the city, fulfill the requirements of 
the by-law on their own’ initiative, 
occasional cases -of flagrant viola- 
tion of provision of the by-law are 
encountered. : 

Mr. Wills visits, at frequent in- 
tervals, farm buildings in the terri- 
tory contiguous to the city where 
milch cows are kept. He reports 
that the spirit of co-operation evin- 
ced by the Yarthers engaged in dairy- 
ing is gratifying. : 

Because of the widespread use of 
milk, especially anfong children, it 
is imperative that the by-law be rig- 
idly enforced. However, Belleville 
tppears to be properly safe-guarded. 





TRAINING IN AGRICULTURE 


A movement has been inaugurat- 
cd under the direction of Hon. J. S. 
Martin, Minister of Agriculture to 
increase attendance at the Ontario 
Agricultural College at Guelph. - 

Modera farming ranks as a leading 
profession, and experience haa prov- 
en that scientific and technical know- 
ledge is as essential in farming as in 
any other profession. 

Attendance figures of the college 
for the year 1922, exclusive of do- 
mestic science students at Macdonald 
Institute and those who attended the 
summer sessions, totalled 1,153. 
There were 556 enrolied fot Je gen- 
cral course and of this nu r only 

- three were. from Hastings County. 
In fact. only 469 students enrolled 
for the general course were residents 
of Ontario. The average total en- 
rolment in the college proper for 
forty-eight counties was a-little more 
than, twenty-three. 

This number fs too small and the 
determination of Mr. Murtin to en- 
larg®the student body is commend- 
able. The wide range in instruction 
provided and the practical charac- 
ter of the courses \provided war- 
tants’ layger attendance. — Hastings

“The experiences of Jesus on 
earth are not pale lifeless events, but 
crimson colored, possessing red 
blooded thoroughness and sacrifices"’,| 
explained the speaker, ‘‘and the thor. 
oughness and reality of the incarna- 
tion of Christ shows that such a per- 
feet man is worthy of being a son 
of God.” 

God’s presence in our lives must] 
be real not artificial, It must be 
permanent, and it must be thorough. 
The Christ on his throne is the same 
Christ who, tired and dusty, sat at 
the well, and the same Christ whose 
oratory startled those who heard 
Him in the temple, is the same 
Christ who went ta his death on the 
cross. Christ was.real as a man in 
every way save that he did not sin, 
and it is not necessary to sin to be 
human as God first intended that hu- 
mans should not sin, Christ then 
even possessed this highest trait of 
human nature. He was Deity and 
humanity right up until his agonizing 
moments at Calvary. Christ's suf- 
fering indicated his thoroughness 
and the completion of His greatest 
work, in redeeming humanity, and 
he carried it through until the blood 
—the death on the cross—a perfect 
consummation. 

Rev, MacNeill called-attention to the 
wonderful description of the case given 
by Paul where he pictures Christ on the 
topmost step of a stair, as the supreme 
Deity, then step by step he descends 
the stair, throughout his life and his 
work until at the bust, lowest step, he 
touched the bottom of his supreme 
sacrifice, by dying for hutmani 

“Many believe”, exclaimed — the 
Divine, “That all that is needed to be 
Christian is a good example, illumins 
tion, and power, but there is one addi- 
tional necessity, and that is spiritual 
deliverance, reecived by the consciowe 
ness of God by which we shall know 
that the barriers between God and man 
are down.” 

“Christ's devotion was not a culor- 
lens stream, but a blood red stream, 
possessing the pasion of the soul which 
he gave himself to the fullest, and we 
must bring our lives to that test.” | 

“Christianity by water, by tho mere 
profession of Christ’s name was desenb- 
ed as being entirely inadequate. We 
must come by the blood. There are no 
rose beds upon which we may be wafted 
to heaven, because Christ did not get 
there that way, We too then must 
come by the blood. The dead staff of - 
another man’s Service on the dead body 
of the world, will not bring back, life, 
now any more than it would in the time: 
of Elishacthe prophet, «ho was unable 
to,ybring back, quivering life to the sun 
ticken child whose life had gonc.

‘When a Jogger has cut ail the Um-

such a man saves time and labor. 
Even where the short’ offered oppor- 
tunity. to build of lend, the men pre 
fer their floating ‘homes. 

When a man desfres to move, he 
gets into a rowboat and tows the foat 
to'thé new anchorage, fastening the 
boat by a rope to some trees on the 
shore. In recent times a large num- 
ber of the owners of such dwellings 
have become ssed- of motor- 
Ddoats, This makes travelling easier 
and’quicker, and some of them even 
more their homes merely to g0 deer 
hunting. * _ x 

The mettiod of killisg deer: for 
food (the average hand logger kills 
only from necessity, and then usually 
very sparingly) followed in some 
cases by certain of these men is 
unique as to be worth telling about. 

The hunter tows his home to some 
place near where the animals are 
numerous, His dog is then sent 
ashore alone into the woods. The 
canines are excecdingly Inlelligent. 
Presently one starts a deer, and the 
pursued animal, following itu instinct, 
heads for the water to escape. _ 

The main aim of the dog !s to bring 
the deer out near the float house, 

In many cases a cleyer dog does 
succeed In driving the Geer Into the 
sea so close that the man can shoot 
it without moving off his doorstep. 
He then cleans it and: throws the 
waste away, saving tramping through 
the woods and the other labor atten- 
dant on getting the meat home. While 
this method fs not gené¢ral, it is not 
uncommon, and continues in spite of 
the fact it is contrary to the game 
law. . 

Some seventeen years ago a tan 
with s business turn of mind sgw the 
possibilitice of a store In this region. 
So he opened one wp in a dig float 
house tied to the steep side of Si- 
moon Sound. He did a flourishing 
business from the very first, and has 
done so ever siace. Soon a post ofice 
was added, To-day the place has 
eight permanent buildings. 

_ In slack logging seasons, the town 
is added to by many men coming fn 
towing their houses. They tle up for 
& period of recreation and excitement 
fn the city. On boat nights, which oo- 
cur once weekly, Simoon City ts a 
busy place, with its population swell- 
ed to perhaps a hundred to receive 
the newa and parcels from the out- 
aide world, 

Gathered in the city are loggera— 
bearded, great shouldered men, At 
times a few Indlana add color or 
some Jap fishermen give an Oriental 
touch. Often the crew of a Govern- 
ment Forestry patrol boat spend a 
few hours. In recent years the guests 
of great. pleasure yachts have come 
to know Simoon Sound, for these 
wonderfu} stretches of crulsing wat- 
ers are getting better known to 
wealthy Canadians and U. S. citizens. 
_- Simoon City is pot lacking tn beau- 
tifying..efforta, Old “byats, Indian 
dugouts, or bozes, here and there 
bloom with flowers. in similar earth- 
filled vessels small but greatly pro- 
ductive vegetable gardens Sourish. 

Simoon City’s rcain attraction for 
the visiting logger 1s the Bear Trap 
restaurant, « long room of rough log 
floor, which offers meals and eroft 
drinks, with a phonograph orchestsa 
to cheer the dweller from the wild—

Two dairy farma were selected for 
a study of the cost of producing milk. 
It was found that on one the cost 
of production was $1.65 per hundred- 
weight of milk; on thei otber farm 
the cost was $6 per hundredweight. 

If both these farms were selling 
milk at $2.50 per hundredweight, 
what would you say about the com- 
parative prosperity of the two farms? 

It.{s quite usual to see two farms 
aide“ by side, one of which appears 
Prosperaus walle the other seems to 
he slowly going down. I¢ doesn’t 
mean that one farmer is a worker 
while tho other Js Jazy, not at all. We 
have all seen hard-working farmecs 
who have failed to.mako a success. 
We explain {t by saylng he had-poor 
luck; or things somehow seemed to 
go against. him. 

After’ all brain is about as im- 
portant as muscle, if not morg so, 
in this farming business. And a 
farmer can word as profitably at his 
desk\as he can in the field. 

That is why it pays a farmer to ba 
educated. It {sa matter of money 
returos whether.-the farmer shall 
know how to keep. kis books or not. 
It takes only a few minutes to jot 
down itemsjof hours spent on various 
crops in a/time-book, once or twice 
a week. And {tems of expense can 
be entered in a column as they oceur,

CANADA'S WHEA? OUTPUT. 


. The proposal of the Wheat Council 
of the United States for a fifty per’ 
cent increase in the thirty per cent duty 
on wheat exported to the United States 
is indicative of the growing importance 
Canadian wheat in the world’s markets. 
The demand for a ‘tariff advance is 
ostensibly premised on a disparity of 
freight rates in Canada's favor and the 
claim that, in addition to the lower 
freight rates, Cansdian farmers were 
eble to produce wheat this year at 46 
cents a bushel less than the United 
Statee farmer, - Primarily, however, the 
American producers are influenced by 
fear of the competition of their nor- 
therm, neighbors whose wheat is of a 
vastly superior quality, 

It ie interesting to note in this con- 
fection that for the international grain 
year ended August Ist, 1923, Canada 
¢xported, socording to the International 
Institute of Agriculture, no less than 
279,000,000 of wheat and flour reduced 
to wheat, compared , with 199,000,000 
bushels from the United States, 144_- 
000000 bushels “from Argentins, 53, 
000000" bushels from Australis, and 
from India’ 23,000,000 bushels. Of the 
total of 696,000,000 bushels exported 
by the leading countries, Canada contri- 
buted two-fifths. -

found a depostt of fosai! bones in the! 

interior of the atate of Uashis, which, 
to Prof. Farrington’a kauviedge, has 
not so far been previously rnported. 
Dr. Farrington’ ran acrosa those 
specimens at the town .of Mulungu. 
where he found the fosellized bones 
of some prehistoric beast to exist in| 
} such abundance that the natives in 
| that district were using the bones for 
building fences, 
| Dr. Farrington, at this writing, ix 
cut of telegraphic communication and 
| reported his discovery to the United 
Press in an interesting letter, which 
in part reade sa follows: 

“These fossilized bones are to be} 
found here in great numbers around 
water-holes in a most arld region. It 
is evident that these prehistoric ani 
mals resorted to these water-holes for 
their water ‘supply, many thousands 
of years azo. 

“The animal which these bones: 
chiefly resemble, {3 an extinct giant 
sloth, either ‘Megatherlum’ or some 
allied form. TAls animal must havo; 
been several times — the size of the 
modern sloth, and the beasts must | 
hare abounded in this region in groat: 
bumbers”" { 

Dr. Farrington states that he ob. 
tained specimens of these fossilized 
tones and sent them to the Feld 

Muscum fn Chicago. He reports that! 
{the xkult of the animal, an’ excellent 
specimen ‘of which he obtafncd, was 
elghteen {nches in length. He was
